Dear Editor: 

With reference to your reporting on claims in New 
York in your May The cleaner’s situation is 
similar to that of our government in Korea. There is 
a lack of unity and policy on the objectives.

The cleaner’s implied contract is expanded into 
an unlimited contract, unequalled in any other trade. 
There seems to be no definite standard except to take 
to the law in settling disagreements between the cleaner 
and the customer 

Most guarantees are written as limits of liability. 
I have written one that appears absurd and ridiculous 
but no more so than none at all. It is not remote from 
the sales approach of some cleaners. It is a sales wish- 
bone type while I would prefer one with more back- 
An unregulated payment of any or all claims 
would do to some of our customers what social security 
does to some employees. A guarantee could establish a 
line even if many cleaners preferred to exceed the pro- 
visions. It is better to do more than you promise.

Cleaner’s Guarantee 


Be aware, by these presents, that in our efforts to secure 
all of the business and to eliminate competition, and also be- 
satisfaction of any and all customers is necessary to that 
end, we offer the following Articles of Guarantee 

Article 1. G intee of c We agree 
to stand for any claim or personal offense, because the customer 
is always right. It pleases us to receive unreasonable complaints, 
legal suits or blackmail threats, We will not employ anyone with 
sufficient personal dignity to resent an insult 

Article 2. Guarantee There is no limit to our 
capacity for superior services and our mindreading ability en- 
ables us to anticipate your slightest wish. Just drop your clothes 
anywhere and we will find them. If we have them tomorrow we 
can deliver them yesterday 

Article 3. Guarar quality: It is ordained that any item 
of merchandise purchased by a customer, in the past or in the 
future, is absolutely perfect when received for our special proc- 
essing. Positively no inspection or agreement is required. A 
customer could not possibly own a garment with a weak thread, 
© missing button, cigarette burn, moth hole, small tear

We hasten to replace any such item immediately with 
a new garment. We expect to secure one that cost more than 
the original; at the same time we apologize for causing you the 
trouble of selecting something new.

In fact, if you will send in the buttons we will 
sew a new pair of pants on them that will match any part of 
your wardrobe, or all of it. 

Article 4. Guarantee of workmanship: We guarantee any type 
of construction, bias cut or even a garment that is too large or 
too small. Along with out-of-style garments, they will all be 
satisfactory after our processing. Faded dyes, stained materials, 
along with cheap merchandise, will look most expensive after 
our treatments. Frail materials become as strong as steel but 
not so perishable. Should you feel the work is not quite to your 
expectations, just file a claim for a new garment. 

Article 5. Guarantee o} products used im cleaning: Not a 
drop of water will be used in any processing on our premises. 
We are dry cleaners and we will not deviate from that re- 
spected process which removes any spot from any substance. 
Spots before the eyes and even that dizzy feeling respond to 
our marvelous atomic methods. 

Article 6. Guarantee of resources: If you feel that you really 
need money, even though you are not sure you have been a cus- 
tomer, just file a claim for a garment, one you hoped you might 
have owned, so we can have the pleasure of showing how we 
love to pay. If a smaller amount is needed, just make a claim for 
a belt that you lost, or that priceless button without which the 
garment is useless. Or you may make a claim for jewelry or 
items left in pockets. Anything will do for a claim just so that 
we can learn of your need. You can be sure that it is a much 
more pleasant way to obtain money than paying interest to an 
old bank. 


We admit that these items of guarantee are limited in scope. 
We hope to increase your convenience and comfort by extending 
our guarantee to stalled plumbing, public services of all kinds 
including the government and taxes. Eventually we guarantee 
naturally curly hair for bald heads, prevention of hangovers and 
bets lost on races. 

You will no longer need patience; just remind us of any 
displeasure and we will keep you perpetually happy. Dont 
aie a habit of suicide; just shoot us when you feel that way. 

We not only 
guarantee our own advertising but any advertising and also the 
unadvertised that may be just your opinion.

Leaders of the industry can approve a guarantee 
and other items that might regulate to some degree 
the unlimited implied contract. It could be written 
positively so as to please those with an aversion to neg- 
ative statements that hurt sales, they believe. It would 
naturally be well to stay within the laws that apply to 
workmanship. Our interests could be fostered by such 
a document, not to mention our reputations. 

No one should complain about the NICD efforts 
at consumer education. Their efforts are those of a third 
party in a contract that exists between two parties, the 
cleaner and the customer. No one can assume the re- 
sponsibilities of the cleaner in making his contracts 
under the law except himself. Even if it is difficult 
it is necessary, reasonable and desirable to control 
the contract. 

Legislation might help but it would probably be 
against us and for the articulate complaints. I want 
you to believe that all cleaners are not bad any more 
than are all customers. Likewise, I do not believe that 
many are perfect.

prices above the levels necessary to permit you to con- 
tinue the sale of your services, or if they will create 
or tend to create a need for price increases by other 
sellers. 

In judging whether or not a ceiling subjects you to 
substantial financial hardship, the OPS will take into 
account the nature of your business, its earnings and 
the earnings of your industry as a whole. As labor is 
the most important cost factor in the service trades, 
direct wage increases or short labor supply in your 
field will be considered to create financial hardship. 
However, a price increase may be denied in whole or 
in part if your hardship is due to such causes as decline 
in sales because of reduced demand, general manpower 
shortage or shortage of essential supplies. 

Even though a particular service or type of service 
is not profitable, OPS may deny an adjustment if your 
business is profitable as a whole. 

Of course, OPS points out, the order does not keep 
you from charging less than your ceiling prices at any 
time. OPS also points out that while ceilings are now 
set up for individual places of business, if you supply 
service through more than one, it may establish uniform 
prices for all units. 

The order also states that the filing provisions, in 
addition to permitting effective enforcement, will be a 
source for price data which may be used to develop 
individual regulations for particular service trades. 


Relaxation on MRO Purchases: Because prices of 
maintenance, repair and operating supplies have in- 
creased since the base period, the NPA has liberalized 
Regulation 4 which provides for use of the DO-97 rating 
for buying those items and making minor capital addi- 
tions. 

The first important change is that the 1951 quota for 
MRO purchases under a DO-97 rating is now 120 per- 
cent, instead of the previous 100 percent, of dollar pur- 
chases during the base period. 

Also, if you use the DO-97 rating to get 20 percent 
or less of your quarterly MRO quota, you can now buy 
an unlimited MRO total without use of the rating (but 
not more than a 60-day normal supply). Before the 
order was amended, a firm that used the DO-97 rating 
at all was limited to a total of 100 percent, rated or 
unrated, of its quota. Under the amendment you can 
use the rating for buying scarce items and still make 
increased purchases of other supplies on the open 
market. 

To prevent overuse of the DO-97 rating for capital 
additions at the expense of MRO use, the NPA has 
limited capital additions to 10 percent of the quarterly 
quota or to $750, whichever is higher. 

Companies which operate more than one plant 
may now choose whether to establish quotas for each 
plant individually or for the entire organization. Previ- 
ously, quotas were on a single-plant basis only. 

The base period has now been changed so that 
if you figure your quarterly quota on a fiscal-year basis, 
instead of the calendar year 1950, you may choose the 
fiscal year ending before March 1, 1951, instead of 
December 31, 1950.

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?: How many pounds of garments should 
| be able to clean with one 700-ib. drum 
of “Perclene” perchlorethylene? 


A: Experience in the field indicates that 
modern recovery-type synthetic units, 
properly operated, will clean about 7,000 
pounds of garments per drum of solvent. 
However, some machines, if carefully 
operated and maintained in good con- 
dition, will clean up to about 8,500 
pounds of garments per drum of solvent, 
and even higher production figures have 
been attained by some cleaners. 

Of course, some solvent is lost if the 
clean-out of the still is not properly car- 
ried out, but the major causes of sol- 
vent loss are: first, improper filter op- 
eration; and second, failure to keep the 
machine in good mechanical condition 
for the recovery drying operation. It is 
good practice to follow carefully the 
directions supplied with the machine 
so that all operations may be carried out 
with the greatest efficiency. 

: What is the best way to clarify per- 
chlorethylene? 


A: Distillation is the best and most effec- 
tive single way to remove all the foreign 
matter that the solvent has picked up 
from the garmentsduring cleaning. Since 
perchlorethylene is a chemical com- 
pound, it has a definite boiling point 
and will distill over through a narrow 
temperature range. In distillation, the 
high-boiling materials, such as oils, 
greases, and fats, remain in the still 
with the insoluble soil and can be re- 
moved in the still residue. 

However, to redistill all of your sol- 
vent would involve considerable expense 
because of the amount of steam and 
condensing water required. Therefore, 
we believe that filtration should also be 
used. All insoluble soil can be removed 
by filtration and, if activated filter 
powders are used, virtually all of the 
unstable and odorous fatty acids and 
other materials can also be removed. 

Furthermore, filtration of the clean- 
ing fluid will remove insoluble soil more 
completely than will dumping the first 
load of fluid and following with one or 
two rinses of equal volume. Filtration

for a reasonable length of time will re- 
move all the insoluble soil, and, there- 
fore, redeposition of soil and graying of 
colors should not occur. 

A filter will not remove lubricating 
oil from dry cleaning fluid. Thus, if the 
amount of oil added with the soiled gar- 
ments is excessive, it may cause streaks, 
particularly in light-colored garments 
and certain types of weaves. Although 
many machines operate satisfactorily 
without the use of a still, we believe 
that a still is an important accessory as 
an insurance measure, if nothing else. 


2: Although | clean out my fully auto- 
matic machine at the end of every week, 
it seems to me that the garments do not 
dry properly towards the end of the 
week. Furthermore, the filter seems to 
build up pressure very rapidly on Thurs- 
day and Friday. Is this unusual? Is my 
operation at fault? 


A: Unfortunately, your experience is not 
rare. It is probably due to the fact that 
late in the week your lint screens be- 
come plugged, interfering with the free 
flow of air during the recovery drying 
cycle. When this happens, the usual 
drying time is not long enough to dry 
the garments thoroughly because of the 
slow circulation of the air. This can also 
result in considerable solvent loss. 
Build-up of filter pressure usually in- 
dicates either failure to add proper 
amounts of filter powder with each load 
of garments or that “contaminating” 
material (such as unsuitable soaps which 


tend to plug the filter cake) is entering 
the system. We suggest that you follow 
carefully the manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions, particularly with reference to 
keeping the machine free from lint and 
proper operation of the filter. 


?: My perchlorethylene machine is 
equipped with a filter and a still. How- 
ever, | don’t use the still very much be- 
cause it seems to me that I lose consid- 
erable fluid when I clean out the still. 
Is this correct? Occasionally | have 
streaks and swirls show on light-colored 
garments, and sometimes there is an 
objectionable odor on the garments. 


A: If the still is operated properly, very 
little solvent will be lost in the still resi- 
due. The solvent loss per pound of clean- 
ing is usually less when a still is used 
exclusively than when a filter is used 
exclusively. More frequent use of your 
still will probably eliminate the swirls 
and streaks you mention since distilla- 
tion removes oils which are soluble in 
the solvent and, thus, are not easily re- 
moved by filtration. The odor you men- 
tion can be prevented by proper opera- 
tion of the filter, using recommended 
amounts of activated filter powder to 
react with or absorb impurities. 


2: [have had a sneaking idea all along 
that every time | clean a suit of clothes 
with perchlorethylene, | am killing all 
moth larvae and possibly doing a good 
mothproofing job. What do you think? 


A: It is probably true that the moth 
larvae are killed by the washing process, 
but it is not certain that all the eggs 
are. We understand, from tests carried 
out by various agencies, that perchlor- 
ethylene kills adult lice instantly. The 
eggs may not be destroyed by the sol- 
vent, but the high temperatures of the 
recovery drying operation probably fin- 
ish the job. We have no tests to prove 
the same is true of moths, but the cases 
seem to be parallel. However, no claims 
can be made for “‘mothproofing.’’ Clean- 
ing may destroy the moths, but it won’t 
protect clothes from future attack, as 
the term “mothproofing”’ implies.

is worth considerable promotion, according to Jack 
Lutz. manager of Art’s Cleaners, Boulder, Colorado.

“Customers who are satisfied with our mending work 
start bringing in their drycleaning. Then we find that 
a store w ich advertises our mending service also ad- 
vertises our cleaning—mainly because the reweaving 
is done at our plant.”

When the time comes to remove the filter screens 
the hoist is rolled into position. The “rake” is lowered 
until the hooks are engaged under the frame of the 
screen, then the hoist does all the dirty work. 


Night Deposit in Setback Front 


In one of the stores operated by DreSwel Cleaners 
of Grand Rapids, Michigan, a night bundle drop is 
fitted neatly into the deep end of a setback front. This 
location is convenient for customers and permits the 
use of what is normally waste space. 

Most modern stores have the door at one side with 
the window placed at an angle so that a setback of four 
or five feet is formed in front of the entrance. The 
“return”—the panel covering the deep end of the set- 
back—is also placed at an angle. That is, the return is 
perpendicular to the oblique line of the window rather 
than the straight line of the sidewalk. The result is a 
triangular space between the return and the side wall 
of the building. DreSwel enlarged this area somewhat 
and designed it for night deposit. 

Garments left in the chute after closing hours are 
dropped to the floor of the small room behind the re- 
turn. The area is closed off by a door which is normally 
latched during the day. The room is more than adequate 
for the number of bundles expected. The possibility 
of stealing is almost completely eliminated. Best of 
all, garments are being gathered in a space that would 
normally gather nothing but dust. 

The sign above the chute is painted on glass. At 
night it is back-lighted by lamps on the other side of

with or at least accept the lousy quality 


of her own work when she would scream her head off 
if her garment were returned to her in a similar condi- 
tion by a commercial drycleaner. 

The other point is that so-called unserviceable 
fabrics that remain nightmares for the drycleaners 
will become unmarketable if and when self-service dry- 
cleaning becomes widespread. When the customer 
herself has to deal with troublesome garments, she will 
become a much more shrewd student of fabrics and 
dyes and sizings when shopping for her clothing. 

The coming of new synthetic fabrics is likely to 
affect the drycleaners adversely, also. Manufacturers’ 
claims of wrinkle resistance and soil resistance are 
exaggerated. Any fabrie with truly wrinkle- and soil- 
resistant properties is likely to be uncomfortable to 
wear but nylon, Orlon, Dacron and other new fibers 
undoubtedly make a garment that is much easier to 
clean and finish. This will be tempting to the customer 
and to the potential manufacturer of self-service or 
home cleaning equipment. 

So what do we do now? 

Drycleaning is a service. While we like to think 
of it as a necessity, the customer considers it a neces- 
sity only if she can afford it and benefit from it. We 
must turn out a quality of production that is not 
only good enough to “get by,” but that restores the 
garment as nearly as humanly possible to its original 
condition when purchased. We must convince the 
customer that it is impossible for her to do a job 
anywhere near as good as the commercial drycleaner 
does 

{t is not sufficient for those of us who do superior 
cleaning to sit back complacently. We must take steps 
to raise the quality of cleaning done in the entire 
industry. It is the shoddy cleaners, or the well-meaning 
but ignorant cleaners, who will encourage somebody 
who is well-heeled to take a flyer in the self-service 
market on a nationwide scale. 

Swan Cleaners in Columbus, Ohio, found the 
answer when it set up a chain of plants keyed to the 
customer’s wants by making the store manager the 
supervisor of each plant. To keep customers from 
doing their own drycleaning, they have to be smothered 
with service, and smothered with service at a price 
they can afford. 

Right now, beef is going into the black market 
Drycleaning cannot be black-marketed, but while the 
customer can't raise a steer she might dryclean her 
own clothes 

The laundryowners were asleep at the switch. The 
launderette appears to be here to stay. 

Lest the reader feel we are scaring up a bogeyman 
merely to fill the editorial page, let him reflect on the 
revolution in the beauty-parlor industry occasioned 
by the advent of home permanent waving. 

A stitch now by the drycleaning industry will save 
99 when the defense emergency is over and machinery 
manufacturers start looking for new markets to 
invade.

On the side wall opposite the counter is a plate- 
glass mirror running the full width of the wall. Because 


of the quality of the mirror the new customers almost

invariably exclaim when they finally discover it is 
only a reflection they are looking at. It is astonishing 
how the trick of perspective really pays off in the mirror 
by duplicating the dark counter and partition against 
the light wall. That little store really feels spacious. 


Squaring the Triangle 

The triangular branch store was the real toughy, 
however. On a busy corner where passing automobile 
traffic had to be snared to make the store pay, it had 
to be distinguished from its colorless brownstone neigh- 
bors. The timid slice of a building had to be made to 
look imposing. 

An aluminum canopy was extended over the door 
with a neon sign above it. Then, to give the canopy 
moral support the corner around the door was framed 
with mirrors, which by reflecting the streets had the 
effect of blunting the point of the building. The plate- 
glass windows extending down each side of the store 
slope in from the top, so that the bottoms are recessed 
about eight inches. This again has a broadening effect 
on the doorway and mirrors. The balance of the exterior

is in black glass that contrasts smartly with the alumi- 
num and the white frame around a poster on one wall 


Here in the branch store a false ceiling helps to 
“square” the room. A so-called “egg crate” affair, it 
has the strips running at right angles to one outside wall 
The counter and the partition start square to the same 
wall, then curve inward slightly, but because of the 
repeated straight lines in the ceiling, the visitor has the 
feeling that he is entering a side door rather than a fun- 
nel. The funneling effect of the other outside wall is 
broken with comfortable leather chairs, while the back 
partition comes to meet it in two offset steps 


By curving and stepping the partition in this manner 
space enough was gained in back for the store’s ready 
racks and for the marking and assembly areas without 
cramping the custome rs area

such easy water-side inspection, every new _ boiler 
should be opened after two or three months of opera- 
tion. Study the surfaces for any scale and sludge ac- 
cumulation. If they run heavy you need water treat- 
ment 

Today water treatment for the usual fire-tube pack- 
aged boiler is no great problem. Some of the experience 
with forced-circulation packaged water-tube boilers on 
the latest diesel streamliners indicates considerable 
progress in this line. These boilers can operate for long 
periods with heavy makeup and using a water loaded 
with mineral impurities. 

The chief problem is removal of sludge formed 
while keeping boiler-water alkalinity within sensible 
limits. There are chemical treatments on the market 
that perform the job. The smart thing to do in any 
boiler plant is to call in a water consultant to set up a 
water-treatment program for you. It pays off. 

Whatever you do in the way of water treatment 
you will have to schedule a wash-out of internal boiler 
surfaces every so often. The frequency of wash-out de- 
pends on what you find when you inspect the water side 
of your boiler. The ideal arrangement is one where the 
only time you need to wash out your boiler is when it 
is shut down for a periodic inspection, such as your in- 
surance company requires. 

The exact chemical composition of the wash-out 
solution changes with the nature of the scale and sludge 
build-up. The larger industrial and public-utility boiler 
rooms do this job by acid cleaning. In good hands there 
is no reason why this highly successful method won't 
some day be applied to the small boiler. Acid cleaning 
should get credit for less labor and minimum replace- 
ments involving only minor parts like black piping or 
c aps 

As it stands now it must be remembered that acid 
cleaning is not without its difficulties. First, the in- 
hibited cleaning acid solution should never run over 
140-160 degrees F. What's more, the chemically clean 
surfaces corrode quickly and oxide films form on them 
if left exposed to the air. Because of these difficulties 
acid-cleaning is still a job for the experts 

Except for the headaches the feedwater brings 
to metal surfaces. steam-side maintenance is, to a large 
measure, checking on safety valves, boiler water con- 
trols. blowdown settings. Each of these auxiliaries and 
their operating range should be put through a main- 
tenance procedure recommended by its manufacturer

Fire-Side Maintenance 

During normal boiler service a good operator can 
spot telltale signs of needed maintenance. For instance, 
the stack temperature should never get much above 
650 degrees F. If it does, one of the following is hap- 
pening: The boiler is being fired beyond its maximum 
rating; the boiler steam side needs cleaning; refractory 
in the boiler furnace has broken so the hot gas is short- 
circuiting on its way to the chimney. 

Once the refractory indicates a need of repair or 
replacement don’t put off taking care of it. Otherwise 
a burned-out combustion chamber is sure to result. 


Fire Tubes: When the boiler is shut down, clean out 
the fire tubes with a wire brush, Air or steam blows too 
much dust around the boiler room. After wire-brushing, 
wrap a rag around the brush and remove any dirt left 
clinging to the tube surfaces. Clean out the flues. 

You are now ready to tackle the major part of the 
fire-side maintenance—the firing equipment and _ its 
supply system. As for almost every other boiler-room 
operation, good planning and design during the installa- 
tion period can greatly shorten the maintenance pro- 
gram. For instance, the fuel-oil storage tank and the 
pump should be connected by as short a line as possible. 


Oil Lines: This line should carry a check valve just 
above the tank so there'll be no loss of suction. If this 
line is long or if there is a high suction lift it is advis- 
able to put in a plugged tee close to the pump. Then 
the entire line back of the check valve stays filled with 
oil and boiler starting is quicker. 

Pipe size is vital to operation and maintenance. 
Recommended sizes are given in the table above. 
Any valves put into these lines should be gate valves. 
Plugged tees spaced along the length of the fuel-oil 
pipe make it easy for the maintenance crew to sample 
fuel oil, prime the lines or police them with more pres- 
sure gauges and thermometers. 

Every so often check the fuel-oil lines for tightness. 
A 50 p.s.i. air pressure or a 100 p.s.i, hydrostatic one 
placed on the line with all line openings sealed should 
hold for better than 15 minutes without pressure drop- 
ping off. 


Oil Preheaters: Whenever oils above No. 2 or 3 are 
used it is almost impossible to get good operation with- 
out preheating to correct oil viscosity. Because of the 
very nature of oil the preheater surfaces foul up from

The rate of fouling speeds up from 
overheating in the preheater, or from local hot spots 
developing within the preheater when oil flow stops

Oil Pump: Boiler shutdown gives you a good chance 
to check oil pump performance. For the usual pack- 
ed boiler rotary or positive-displacement pumps (Figs. 
and 4) are used. They are rugged pertormers and 
normally good operation. Their speed depends 
primarily on the viscosity of the oil being pumped, If 
the speed is too high, cavitation develops—that is, vapor 
pockets that form and collapse to give off a knocking

or the motor is not turning it. If the motor’s all right 
then the coupling’s shot or the pump-drive gears or 
worm all worn out. 

Suppose your trouble is that the pump fails to de- 
velop enough oil pressure. Unless the pump gears are 
badly worn the answer will be found in the pressure- 
regulating valve. This holds for almost every case. For 
the usual horizontal rotary cup oil burner (Fig. 5) the 
pump is not to blame. Rather, the most frequent diffi- 
culty is a loss of spring tension or a grooving of the 
pressure-regulating valve seat and stem. 

If the spring is at fault, replace it. In case of an 
emergency you can sometimes get by by stretching out 
the old spring so it takes more compression to get it 
back in the valve. 

Where valve seat or stem faces are grooved or pitted 
you can get temporary relief by grinding the two, one 
over the other, by means of a screw put into a tapped 
hole, usually already in the stem. 


Burner Maintenance: Most operating troubles with 
oil burners result from no strainers, poor control of 
oil preheating, faulty pumping or pressure. 

While oil has little ash in it there is still some. When 
you consider that the usual rotary cup burner (Fig. 5) 
spins at 3,450 r.p.m., a little ash can cause consider- 
able abrasive wear. Up to a point this wear is not a 
problem. 

However, once the edges of a rotary cup are worn 
down to where the oil travel is shortened and atomiza- 
tion is not complete, the cup needs replacement. You 
have a right to suspect this when a previously non- 
smoking, economical unit begins to smoke and eat oil. 

In the case of nozzles, abrasive wear could con- 
ceivably open them to the point where atomization is 
either incomplete or spotty. Usual nozzle difficulty, 
however, is carbon build-up or sediment plugging. 
These nozzles should never be cleaned out with a 
metal piece. Use a cloth and a solvent. 

When a burner is shut down it should always be 
protected from the furnace heat. For instance, with 
a rotary cup burner it is good practice to take out the 
cup and insert a flame shield. 

One thing to watch out for in any burner checkup 
is whether the burner dribbles when it is shut down 
If the burner dribbles, carbon build-up will be fast. 
The solution for this condition is a check on all supply

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Mr. Squires said, “but we found you can get consid- 
erable drycleaning work from them even when they 
insist on dressing as farmers.” 

One small ad is run daily in the classified section of 
the newspaper. These ads push the service or services 
which are featured in the table display for the week. 

A radio spot on Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
follows the same theme. At special times, such as Elec- 
tion Day, record-breaking hot or cold spells or weeks 
of torrential rains, three and four daily spots are used. 

“At such times,” Mr. Squires says, “a great many 
more people are listening to their radios and we get 
more for our money. And when we select a service 
feature that ties in with the news interest, such as rain- 
proofing or one-day specials on ski clothing, we get 
direct results.” 

\ year ago Modern Cleaners 
started bagging all work at the 
counter when it received 
The business is entirely cash 
and-carry. Red bags are used for 
“specials,” where a fast service 
is promised, and for work that 
is to go to the repair depart- 
ment first. Regular work is put 
in white bags. 

According to Mr. 
bagging has cut down on lost 
belts, buckles and ornaments 
and the red attention bags have 
aided in speeding work through 
the plant.

Nickels Draw Out-of-Town Trade 

Modern’s strong volume in- 
crease the past year has come 
to a large extent from customers 
who live in small towns in the 
area and come to Logan regu- 
larly to shop. 

In making a bid for this out- 
of-town trade, a group of local 
businessmen, including Mr. 
Squires, worked out a courtesy 
parking plan with the city offi- 
cials and the police department. 
A revolving fund of $25 was 
raised and turned over to the 
chief of police in nickels. The 
Chamber of Commerce had 
“Courtesy Nickel” envelopes 
printed and “Courtesy Nickel” 
envelope boxes made and put 
up on parking meters at conven- 
ient locations in the downtown 
area. 

When a policeman finds a 
car parked at a meter showing 
“Expired,” he places a nickel in 
the meter and slips one of the

envelopes under a windshield wiper. The envelope 
says that the officer, realizing that the owner may have 
been detained, has placed a nickel in the meter, allow- 
ing another hour's parking. The car owner is asked to 
return the nickel by placing it in the envelope and 
dropping it in one of the courtesy boxes, At the bottom 
of the envelope is a message, “Logan appreciates your 
patronage and invites you to come again.” 

An average of 100 of these goodwill envelopes 
go to car owners each day, meaning that 100 people 
daily are sold on the idea that Logan is a good place 
to trade. Surprisingly, the revolving fund is now larger. 
{ good many people return 50 cents or $1 instead of the 
nickel. 

“This plan,” Mr. Squires reports, “has actually doub- 
led our out-of-town business.” # #

How To Blend a Fur Strip 


Old Mink Piece Dyed for Hat Trim 


By Following Simple Instructions

dling dyestuffs garments. A small stock 
of ready-mixed fur dyes, which can be purchased from 
iny of several supply houses, will produce fine results 
if the directions supplied with the dyes are followed. 

Because of the varving nature of furs, there is no 
dyestuff. Each has its own com- 
pound, but a supply of three or four will cover most 
common furs 

Mention has been made of the ipparently inex- 
stock ot odd tur hoarded by your 
average customer, One drycleaning customer had an 
old, faded strip of mink which she wanted to have 
darkened to a walnut-brown that it could 
be used as a hat trimming 

Most of the mink blends come in two bottles, to be 
combined in equal amounts to produce the quantity 
needed. If a slightly darker shade is wanted, you are 
advised by the directions to apply the dye equally 
and immediately iron it dry with a hot iron wrapped in 
heavy kraft paper. Successive applications, each ironed 
off as described, enable you to darken the fur. The dye 
can be applied a shade at a time almost immediately. 

It should be noted that the effect of the dve is not 
instantaneous. The color will show only after the fur 
is dried or ironed off

firmly and evenly with a dye brush (see Photographs 
1 and 2) and allowed to dry overnight without any

ironing. The next day the mink strip was brushed out 
and a second dye application made (Photograph No. 2) 

After another day of drying, the fur was again 
combed and the light streaks touched up with an art 
brush dipped in the same dye. A final combing, and the 
piece was machine-taped for the milliner. 

The whole job took less than a half hour of elapsed 
time, each individual step requiring a minute or two. 
The material cost, including the dye, was less than 50 
cents, but the charge of $3.50 was made as a “favor”

Save Synthetic Solvent 


Suggested Ways To Stretch the Supply 


By Careful Operation and Maintenance

THERE ARE ONLY SIX PLACES for solvent to be 
lost in any synthetic unit operation: (1) lost in still resi- 
due: (2) lost in filter muck; (3) lost through improperly 
dried clothes (unrecovered solvent); (4) lost through 
tank and stack vents; (5) lost through leakage or spillage; 
6) lost through use for prespotting, etc 

One of the leading manufacturers of perchlor- 
ethylene cleaning units at one time quoted a cost of one 
cent per pound for solvent but is now using 112 cents 
per pound 

Too many units aim at quality “that will just barely 
get by minimum cost. This results in very short 
cleaning runs and long “cooking” of the garments in 
order to remove that last drop of solvent. Yet there is a 
happy medium between quality and solvent cost. This

In most cases constant attention must be given to 
the machine and its operations if these costs are to be 
in line. Following are items that will cause solvent 
costs to run to excess if they are not looked after con-

Steam: Wet steam does not contain as much heat as 
dry steam even though the pressure is the same. There- 
fore. if garments are to dry in the allotted time, and 
stills are expected to do an efficient job and yet keep 
up with the cleaning cycle, it is that this 
steam deliver as much heat as possible. Plants that do 
nothing but drycleaning are usually the worst offenders 
on this they seldom carry more than 70-80 
lbs. pressure on the boiler. The so-called “bucket-type 
trap’ is usually quite satisfactory in plants where boiler

Water Separators: All synthetic 
cleaning units work on the principle that since water

one, a jar or container catches the water and must be 
emptied periodically. If this jar is left off, it means that 
some solvent will come over and also fumes will escape 
into the air, resulting in a loss of solvent. 

The only substitute for this glass jar or container 
is to use a larger container which will probably sit on 
the floor, but it is absolutely essential that there be a 
positive connection between this container and the 
machine. This is most easily taken care of by using a 
plastic hose coming off the machine and entering a 
container which is partially filled with water. The 
plastic hose must go below the water line to keep 
fumes from passing into free air. 

Always check water separators for possible collec- 
tions of lint. It is important that the enclosed type be 
emptied frequently. 


Fans: All drying or deodorizing is done with air in an 
enclosed system, actuated by fans. If the fan blades or 
fan housings become coated with lint, it greatly de- 
creases the volume of air and thus retards drying. 
Therefore, all fans and fan housings should be opened 
up and checked periodically. Of course, the air ducts 
leading to and from the fans should also be checked at 
the same time for possible deposits of lint 


Exhaust Valves: All machines are built with some sort 
of exhaust valve which will cause air to be drawn in 
through the machines and out through a stack to a 
point outside the building, when the door of the ma- 
chine is opened for loading or unloading. This valve 
is generally of the butterfly type and is one that is very 
hard to keep tight. The fumes that escape through this 
valve are lost and can never be reclaimed. Therefore. 
it is of the utmost importance that this valve be checked 
quite often, even once or twice a day not being amiss, 
because it takes a very small particle of lint to hold 
this valve open far enough to allow considerable sol- 
vent loss 


Prespotting: On the whole, synthetic cleaning units do 
not lend themselves to prespotting and respotting to 
the same degree of efficiency and satisfaction as do 
yetroleum units. One of the principal reasons for this 
ack of versatility in this phase of their operation is the 
difficulty experienced in handling synthetic solvents 
in the open for use in prebrushing solutions, etc. The 
loss by evaporation, operator discomfort and possible 
hazard to health are high when such solvents are used 
for saturating garments before prespotting or respotting. 

However, if synthetic solvents are to be used for 
this saturating of garments as well as prebrushing solu- 
tions, the solutions or solvents must be kept in tightly 
covered containers when not in use, in order to reduce 
solvent cost. 

One possible solution to this problem is suggested

“Prespotting Precautions.” In paragraph five they sug- 
gest the following: 


It is not very practical to saturate a garment with perchlor- 
ethylene or carbon tetrachloride before applying a prespotter, 
because of the solvent used, the undesirable fumes, and the fact 
that a synthetic solvent is not as effective as petroleum solvent in 
slowing up the action of the prespotter on colors. A high-flash 
petroleum solvent such as 1401 ro nt often can be beneficially 
used in synthetic solvent plants for wetting out garments before 
upplying prespotters. Such a solvent will rinse out easily in the 
synthetic system and will be easily removed from the synthetic 
solvent by distillation. (Since 140F s nt is classed as a 
y vantage . t more than I a hould be kept

Filter Pressure: Since practically all synthetic units use 
centrifugal-type pumps, it is important to keep filter 
low. This is true because when certain 
maximum pressures are reached it is necessary to 
scrape down the filter and often clean it out. Every 
time a filter is cleaned out there is a certain amount of 
solvent lost. Therefore amounts of filter 
powder and absorptive powder will necessitate more 


pressures 


excessive 
frequent ¢ leanouts and increase the cost of solvent. 


Reclamation Coils: For reclamation coils to operate at 
maximum efficiency it is necessary that they be kept 
absolutely free of lint. It is well to check these coils 
periodically and if lint has built up in them make sure 
that it is completely cleaned out, leaving the coil free 
to do the maximum job 


Solvent Temperature: The hotter the solvent becomes 
in the machine, the greater will be the evaporation. 
Therefore, the hotter the solvent, the more will be lost 
when the loading door is opened. 

Recently we ran into one unit where the loading 
door was allowed to stay partially open all the time 
the machine was not in operation. They claimed this 
was done in order to increase the life of the gasket 
around the loading door. However, the cabinet is 
always full of fumes and by leaving this door open the 
fumes were being lost to the atmosphere. 

Further, to accentuate this trouble, we found that 
the steam valve on the inlet side of the heating coils 
was “frozen” open. This meant that the entire machine 
was being kept well above 100 degrees which greatly 
increased the evaporation. (In this plant they were com- 
plaining of a solvent cost of approximately 19 per- 
cent!!! 


Lint Bags: If the lint bags are not kept free of lint, they 
will greatly retard the passage of air and thus retard 
the drying. Further, it is important that in the beginning 
of the extraction cvcle solvent is not allowed to be 
thrown up into these lint bags and thus get them wet 
If they do become wet it will be impossible to dry a 
load in the given drying time; in fact, the load may 
look so wet it would appear as though the machine 
hadn't extracted 


Running Times: In some plants, particularly those that 
do not have 100 p.s.i. steam on the boilers, it may be 
necessary to increase the length of the drying time on 
hot air and also increase the cooling-down period to at 
least 5 minutes

Therefore, it is of the utmost importance that the 
air in the unit be kept as cool as possible. When the 
door is open for loading and unloading, this air from 
the unit is going to be drawn out through the exhaust 
stack. The hotter the air, the more solvent will be 
wasted.

Load Sizes: Overloading a machine will greatly increase 
solvent cost because of incomplete drying. Load sizes 
should be held to those prescribed. 

Further, if clothes are laid in lengthwise rather than 
being thrown in, they will come out containing less 
perchlorethylene. Clothes that are laid in will be freer 
of wrinkles and easier to finish. 


Predrying: When clothes are predried it is possible to 
to give them a longer extraction time without objec- 
tionable wrinkles. This longer extraction time will mean 
an increased saving in solvent and still produce clothes 
that are easy to finish. Predrying will decrease lint 
collections in the lint bags, which, in turn, will produce 
more efficient drying. Also, it will reduce dirt in the 
filter. 


Batch Run: All units using a moisture-bearing soap plus 
a filtered rinse should have at least a 4-minute run 
before going on the filter. By this we mean there should 
be a full 4 minutes from the time the soap is put into 
the machine until the filter pump starts. If there isn’t a 
full 4-minute period before the filter pump goes on, it 
is possible to get some moisture into the filter and filter 
bags which will increase the filter pressure and thus 
cause more frequent backwashes and cleanouts. Of 
course, if the moisture goes into the filter, it does not go 
in the garment and cannot contribute to the cleaning 
of the garment. 


Still Operation: The manufacturer's recommendations 
on the care and operation of the still should be followed 
closely, It is absolutely necessary that the still be com- 
pletely boiled down in order to remove the maximum 
amount of perchlorethylene from the residue. Some 
cleaners have found it advantageous to keep all residue 
in covered containers and then once a week, generally 
Saturday morning, pour this back into the still and re- 
distill it and thus save another few pounds of per- 
chlorethylene. 


Leaks: It is absolutely necessary that a close watch be 
kept for all leaks on any synthetic unit. The most likely 
places for leaks are around packing glands on pumps, 
valve stems, sight glasses on stills, washers and filters. 

The best way to detect leaks is to make sure that 
the entire unit is kept spotlessly clean at all times. Then 
if any brown deposits appear, the trace of a leak will 
become very evident 

Recently we visited a plant in which the entire 
floor was wet. The floor was well coated with dried-up 
soap solution and lint. Upon checking the floor, we 
found that it was covered with perchlorethylene from a 
leaking pump gland that was dropping approximately 2 
ounces of perchlorethylene per minute. Also, there 
were several places on the machine where there were 
leaking gaskets, but because the side was dirty and 
covered with residue it was hard to see these. If this 
machine had been kept spotlessly clean, the slightest 
leak would have become evident as soon as it started. # #

It is probable the damage occurred from alcohol in 
either prespotters or In the soap used in the drycleaning 
wheel. This type of damage is frequent where the 
neglects to saturate the area of an 
acetate garment with solvent before applying the pre- 
spotter, or where the garment wasnt 
rinsed in the washer after the prespotting

This dumps the soap practically 
all in one spot. If that spot happens to contain an acetate 
garment there is enough concentration of the alcohol 
to start the color moving in a hurry. The simple pre- 
vention is to insist that the soap go on the cylinder while 
it is moving upward away from the drycleaner. 

Sometimes acetates packed in a suitcase or trunk 
get saturated with alcohol from liquor, perfumes, shav- 
ing lotions or rubbing alcohols. Generally this should 
cause noticeable color loss even before the garment 
is drycleaned. Occasionally the dye may be merely loos- 
ened to the point where it would come out in the 
cleaning. 


Gold Thread in White Dress 


This white dress with a gold thread was originally laundered 
but could vou tell how many drycleanings it will stand.—F MG 
Gee 


There are too many variables to make it possible 
to predict how many cleanings a garment could stand. 
Heavy soiling between cleanings will cut down the 
garment's life, as will long intervals between cleanings. 
The type of soil makes a difference, as well as the 
method of cleaning. The care or the wear and abrasion 
on the fabric by the customer also affects its life. 

Bending metal fibers either in wear or cleaning 
breaks them, and the broken ends increase the damage 
to the rest of the fabric. Corrosion of the metal causes 
discoloration. Incidentally, the souring and bleaching 
of the laundry process probably increased the corrosion 
of the gold threads. Also, the mechanical action of the 
laundry washer probably had greater effect on breaking 
the metallic thread than does a drycleaning washer. 

However, if the garment is not mishandled during 
drycleaning processing, it will be damaged under the 
arms due to perspiration acid before it is affected by 
the drycleaning process.

The damage to this garment was caused by a fusing 
of the acetate fibers through the use of too hot an iron. 
Both nylon and acetate fuse at fairly low finishing tem- 
peratures. Once this fusion has taken place, the fiber 
and fabric become hard and brittle. In this condition 
even a slight strain will cause the fabric to break. 

The faded appearance of the shirt is also due to this 
fusing of fiber. Once the fabric becomes glazed in this 
manner, the reflection of light from the garment is al- 
tered, which then affects the color. 

This damage might have been done at home or in 
the cleaning plant. It might be advisable to check your 
low iron setting on a sample of acetate fabric to make 
certain there is no failing in your iron. An actual tem- 
perature reading can be taken by fitting a laboratory 
thermometer into a slot in a piece of asbestos and plac- 
ing the iron over the thermometer

First Rug Cleaners’ Cost Bulletin: The National In- 
stitute of Rug Cleaning has just issued the first operat- 
ing cost bulletin for the rug cleaning industry. Because 
it is the first bulletin of its nature, it is a simplified one, 
analyzing the figures according to volume and geo- 
graphical section, and giving the eight basic cost ac- 
counts. Future returns will give a breakdown of the 
basic cost accounts 

The analyses were based on returns from 11 percent 
of the group's membership. Highest profits were shown 
by plants in the $25,000 to $50,000 « lassification in the 
analysis by and by area the highest profits 
were indicated by plants in the Middle East section 
Marvland, Pennsylvania and the District of Columbia). 

The NIRC bulletin showed that plant cleaning ac- 
counted for 92.6 percent of the rug cleaning volume 
and on location 7.4 percent. These figures compare 
closely with the 1948 census which shows 89 percent 
plant cleaning and 11 percent on location

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Rug Manufacturer Urges Research: At the recent con- 
vention of the Tufted Textile Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion the executive vice president, Henry C. Ball, recom- 
nended that cotton rug manutacturers set up a program 
of cleanability research and consumer education with 
the National Institute of Rug Cleaning. Mr. Ball's 
recommendation followed a study of the NIRC re- 
search and plant facilities at Silver Spring, Maryland, 
and a consultation with the rug group's personnel 

At the same meeting the research project was also 


recommended by Harry A. Gross, chairman of the 
NIRC Technical Advisory Committee.

Poor Cleaning 
Detergents, soaps or cleaning aids work best when 
the solvent temperature ranges between 75 and 85 
degrees F. When the solvent is too hot, many detergents 
and soaps become less effective in their primary pur- 
pose—to remove soil suspend it and to carry it to the 
filter. Soaps and detergents are manufactured to give 
optimum results under usual or ordinary conditions 
Extremes in solvent temperatures may cause an erratic 
performance because of the physical and chemical 

characteristics of the cleaning aids 


Discolored Solvent 
One of the fundamentals of good drycleaning is that 
cannot white garments in discolored fluid 

without an off-shading result. The same is true in laun- 
dering and in wetcleaning 

Many direct and top dyes bleed slightly in normal- 
temperature solvent. This discharging is accelerated 
as the solvent temperature increases. Acetate dye- 
stuffs also are slightly affected by hot solvent. During 
before extraction) and during 
extraction these may transfer to other fabrics. 
Even if the dyes remain in solution or suspension in the 
solvent they may be redeposited on other fabrics, 
especially those of a lighter shade 

All drycleaners are familiar with the appearance 
of their solvent in the sightglass after a run of house- 
hold or a load of “reds.” Although this happens during 
75 to 85 degrees F. temperatures, it is much greater at 
higher temperatures

Filter Pressure 

Many water repellents and sizings have to be dis- 
solved at between 90 and 100 degrees F. for best re- 
sults. We accept that from the manufacturers’ instruc- 
tions and our own experience. That means that some 
wax emulsions used on commercially treated rainwear 
as well as those garments treated by drycleaners) dis- 
solve when temperatures are too high during the dry- 
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cleaning operation. Then when the solvent has been 
allowed to cool, such waxes solidify. When the filter 
pump is started up again these waxes and sizings cause 
high pressure to build up. 


Fabric Wrinkling 

During the hot weather the natural moisture con- 
tent, especially of woolen fibers, is greater than in the 
colder months when the humidity is lower. Wrinkling 
is caused by heat and moisture in the presence of pres- 
sure. Hence, extraction while the garments are saturated 
with hot solvent can cause more breaks and excessive 
wrinkling. 


Lowered Cleaning Room Efficiency 

Many a young drycleaner—and most of us old 
bucks—has experienced a “lightness of the head” while 
pulling washes during the hot months. It is a mild form 
of intoxication. Headiness is caused by inhaling solvent 
fumes, which always seem to be more noticeable in 
the summer months even in well ventilated establish- 
ments. At first the operator is stimulated or exhilarated. 
Then there is a general state of complacency, followed 
by a noticeable slowdown of his physical activities. 
Fumes from hot solvent can even cause physical dis- 
comfort. Prolonged inhalation of the fumes can cause 
dizziness, and in severe cases it may cause nausea. 


Increased Solvent Costs Due to Evaporation 

Obviously, the quicker petroleum solvent evaporates 
the more solvent is used and the more costly it is. The 
higher the temperature of your solvent the quicker 
it volatilizes. The fumes do not do your cleaning but 
you pay for them. 

When the temperature of Stoddard solvent passes 
the flash point, it presents conditions favorable to fire 
and explosions. 


Quick Heat Exchanger Needed 

Many cleaners have made the mistake of attempting 
to use a preheater for solvent-cooling purposes by 
running tap water through the preheater. This seldom 
worked because the flow was too fast. There wasn’t 
enough cooling area in contact with solvent for the 
volume of solvent used. Also, most solvent heaters are 
made of iron pipe and the rate of heat transfer is much 
slower than with nonferrous metals. 

We installed a metal tube cooler built very much 
like the condenser of the still. The solvent, instead 
of going through one large pipe, flows through many 
small tubes, all of which are surrounded by the cooling 
water. Following the manufacturer's instructions the 
cooler was installed on the outlet side of the filter as 
near as possible to the filter. Here the solvent is free 
from lint and powder.

lines. In our case we do not use the water over again, 
letting it go down the drain. On the hottest days we 
have found it to use the solvent cooler for 
ynly an hour or two a day to maintain a temperature of 
75 to 85 degrees F 

The water consumption is negligible in our case, 
considering the multiple benefits derived from the 
installation of the cooler. Our tap water is from 
artesian wells, and even on the hottest days it is cool 
enough to lower the solvent temperature rapidly. 

But in places where the tap water exceeds 80 de- 
grees F.. a refrigerating unit, or a cooling tower, must 
be used to cool the water before it will cool the solvent. 
t is quite obvious that tap water at 86 degrees F. will 


not cool solvent at the same temperature. # #

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Sure Cure for Absenteeism 


During World War II there was considerable 
trouble with absenteeism at Courtesy Cleaners of Beau- 
mont, Texas. Owner W. A. Vaughan happened to 
stumble upon what he considers an absolute cure for 
the disease. While the medicine is costly, he says, if 
administered strictly according to prescription the cure 
is sure. 

The Courtesy Cleaners plant operates on a five- 
day week. The store is open six days a week. All plant 
employees who report for work on time, Monday 
through Friday, are paid for six full days. If they are 
late or fail to report for work any day, regardless of the 
reason, they are paid for the actual time put in. 

All employees who have been present and on time 
all five days receive a check for 
the five days’ salary and an en- 
velope marked: “This is for Sat- 
urday.” The envelope contains 
not a check but cash for the ex- 
tra day’s bonus. 

The same system is applied 
to counter girls, except that they 
work on Saturday and have a 
day off during the week. Their 
five-day week begins the day 
after their midweek off day. 

During the two months of 
December and January, usually 
bad months for absenteeism, 
only one employee of Courtesy 
Cleaners failed to receive the 
weekly day’s bonus, and this was 
a bonafide case of sickness. 

“We haven't had to give a 
thought to absenteeism,” said 
Mr. Vaughan, “since we put in 
this plan. From 1937 to 1943 we 
had a considerable turnover. We 
have had practically none since. 
All but four employees who were 
working for us in 1945 are work- 
ing for us today.” 

Mr. Vaughan also believes 
his employees turn out as much 
work in five days as they former- 
ly turned out in six. 


Pocketbook Soap 


Little pads of paper impreg- 
nated with a mild soap are being 
handed to his customers by Mar- 
vin Aarons of Marvins’ Limited 
in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. 
Measuring 2%4 by 354 inches, 
each of these pads fits easily 
into a purse, pocket or glove 
compartment. 

Between the cardboard cov- 
ers are 10 little sheets of the 
soapy paper. One sheet rubbed 
between wet hands will provide 
enough soap to wash the hands.

without the accompanying discomfort for the player. 
Mr. James sees that the costumes are clean from a 
sanitary viewpoint but that the stains or other “charac- 
ter” features remain. 

Rips and spots in clothing must also be noted. 
Malone's must know when to repair a costume and 
when to leave it strictly alone. The studio wardrobe 
department gives instructions in great detail. 

The Technicolor camera often means extra hours 
for Gordon Sosbee, ace dyer, and his assistant. Techni- 
color never photographs white costumes because of the 
intense glare surrounding pure white. Therefore, all 
white materials are dyed gray. (“White” is also gray 
for the black-and-white camera.) Almost all colors must 
be subdued because Technicolor cameras are so sensi- 
tive to light that any extreme 
color is difficult to photograph 
Designers and wardrobe direc- 
tors try to solve the color prob- 
lem when they buy material, but 
if they can't get quite what they 
want, Mr. Sosbee is always 
standing by with his dye vats. 

One of Mr. Sosbee’s chief 
jobs recently, with the great 
number of cowboy films in pro- 
duction, has been the aging of 
blue jeans or “levis.” He must 
make these garments look as if 
they've weathered a few years 
on the lone prairie. His answer 


lone’s, the studio wardrobe department and the script 
clerk all cooperate in checking these features through 
the long weeks of a shooting schedule. 

The establishment has a 6000-square-foot cleaning 
plant and a 400-square-foot dyeroom. The coming of 
extensive television productions to Los Angeles may 
well cause additional expansion, because TV com- 
panies have found that Malone's can't be beat for 
theatrical and movie know-how. Also, many concert 
and band singers who tour the country send all of 
their gowns to Malone’s on returning to Hollywood.

Responsibility as to Defective Fabric 


Should a cleaner be held responsible for the damage sus- 
tained by materials which are so badly deteriorated at the time 
of their delivery that they are unable to withstand an ordinary 
cleaning process, where he has accepted them in the regular course 
of business and has not been called upon to inspect their 


soundness? 


No, according to the Louisiana Court of Appeals. 
Gugert v. New Orleans Independent Laundries, 181 
So. 653 

However, in that case it was decided that since the 
cleaner had been asked to inspect a set of seven-year- 
old drapes and found them to be in good condition, 
assurance to that effect given the customer “constituted 
at least a tacit representatior that the y could be suc- 
cessfully cleaned.” 

In this respect the decision is unsatisfactory as fail- 
ing to take into account two different types of fabric: 
1) Fabric that on reasonable inspection discloses de- 
fects that challenge an experienced clearer’s attention 
to the fact that further deterioration is apt to develop in 
the cleaning process. (2) Fabric that is apparently sound 
concealed

Combination Insurance Policies 


1f @ cleaner carries one or more combination policies that 
insure against fire losses as well as burglary, windstorm and other 
risks, is he sure that he is as effectually covered as if there were 
separate policies? 


If you are not certain, we suggest that you check 
on your insurance in the light of a decision rendered 
November 24, 1950, by the Court of Appeals, Eighth 
Circuit, in a case that arose in Minneapolis. 

Minnesota, like many other states, years ago adopted 
a standard fire insurance law, prescribing what a fire 
policy might contain. In recent years there has been a 
tendency to combination policies especially 
adapted to particular types of business, in which for 
a single premium chattels are insured against other 
risks, as well as fire 

Such a combination policy was issued to a retail 
jewelry company in Minneapolis. It contained various 
conditions that might be invalid in a straight fire in- 
surance policy, including one to the effect that a certain 
percentage of jewelry must be kept in a safe when the 
store was closed. The store burned one night with less 
than the required percentage of jewelry in the safe 
The insurer refused to pay the fire loss on the jewelry 
and the insured sued

The insurance company unsuccessfully defended the 
suit on the ground that the combination policy was not 
a fire policy within the meaning of the Minnesota law. 
The court said that for the purposes of a fire loss, the 
policy was a fire policy, and that the fact that the legis- 
lature had empowered insurance companies to issue 
combination polic ies like the one in question did not

imply that they could differ in wording from a straight 
fire policy, 80 far as the fire risk was concerned. The 
court noted that the Minnesota Legislature had explic- 
itly declared that the fire policy law should not apply 
to combination policies covering motor vehicles, thereby 
implying that all other kinds of combination policies 
should be required to conform to the standard fire 
policy requirements. 


Comment: Of course, this subject is governed by the 
statutes of each particular state. The situation in some 
states may resemble that in Minnesota, while a different 
situation in other states might lead to a different con- 
clusion from that reached by the Court of Appeals. 
The decision is of general importance principally as a 
tip that an insured cleaner is not in a good position if 
he thinks that he has fire coverage equal to that afforded 
by a straight policy while the insurer is thinking that 
it has “an ace in the hole” should a fire a the 
cleaner failing to comply with a clause not applicable 
to a straight fire policy. 


When Seller Misrepresents Business 


Where oa purchaser is induced to buy an established cleaning 
business through misrepresentation by the seller of facts bearing 
upon the probable future success of the venture—such, for ex- 
ample, as the volume of business previously done or the amount of 
profits netted—what can he do about it? 


As shown by a decision rendered some years ago 
by the New Jersey Court of Chancery, much depends 
upon how promptly the buyer registers his kick. By 
acting without undue delay when he finds that he has 
been bilked, he can cancel his purchase, return what 
he has received from the business and compel the 
return of what he has paid the seller. Or, he can keep 
the business and sue the seller for damages, claiming 
the difference between the value of the business as 
misrepresented and its actual value. 

In the New Jersey case, the court decided that the 
buyer's suit to cancel must be dismissed because he 
operated the business for seven to eight weeks after 
discovering that it did not live up to the representations 
made by the seller. (Onore v. North Jersey Dyeing & 
Cleaning Works, 96 Atl. 398.) 

But there are many court decisions to the effect 
that the mere fact that a buyer is not able to earn as 
much as the seller earned does not necessarily show 
that the latter fraudulently misrepresented what the 
business would earn.

What Is 
Relative Humidity?

RELATIVE HUMIDITY—how often we hear 
two words! In fact, we hear them mentioned every day 
on the news broadcasts. 

Ask anybody what relative humidity means and 
most of the time the answer will be the amount of 
moisture in the air. As one would say, it is quite damp 
today; the relative humidity is 95 percent. 

Let us define relative humidity. Relative humidity 
is the ratio of the amount of water vapor actually in 
the air to the maximum amount of water vapor the air 
is capable of holding. In other words, 95 percent rela- 
tive humidity means the air contains 95 percent of the 
maximum amount of water vapor the air can possibly 
hold. 

However, there are different amounts of water vapor 
in the air for the same relative humidity. The reason 
for the varying amounts of water vapor for the same 
relative humidity is that the air will hold more mois- 
ture at higher temperatures. 

To illustrate the temperature and relative humidity 
relationship, the following tables show the actual water 
content of a room 10 by 10 by 10 ft. (1,000 cu. ft.) for

It is highly improbable that a condition like this 
will occur.
